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CITY WATERING 
PLANT SHOWS NICE 
PROFIT LAST YEAR 


State Report Shows $22,132.07 
Gross Operating Profit 
For Year 1927 





EXPENDED OVER $46 000.00 
Latter Amount Went in Cap- 
ital Outlay—200 Cities in 
State Own System 





With nearly 200 cities in the 
atate conducting one or more pub- 
lic ownership projects, California’s 
municipally owned water, electric 
light and gas plants piled up a 
gross operating profit for the 
1927 fiscal year totaling $18,724,- 
%20.82, according to the state con- 
troller’s annual analysis, released 
today. 

Upland’s municipal waterworks 
finished the year with a gross 
operating profit of $22,132.07, the 
State report said. 

The ordinary expenses of the 
Upland plant aggregated $12,276.54 
while the ordinary receipts came 
to $34,408.61. 

During the year, Upland ex- 
pended $46,841.60 in capital out- 
lays on its water system. 

Controller Ray L. Riley quali- 
fied his report, however, with 
the statement that an accurate 
check could not be made of the 
net profit, due to imperfect ac- 
counting systems employed by 
many of the municipalities. To 
remedy this defect, he will rec- 
ommend to the next Legislature 
that both public and private utili- 
ties be required to adopt uniform 
accounting systems. 

The state boasts 152 munici- 
pally owned and operated water- 
works, the state report revealed, 
and these had total ordinary ex- 
penses of $9,483,370.77, offset by 
combined ordinary receipts of 
$18,187,728.29, leaving a gross 
profit of $8,704,357.52. 

City conducted electric light 
plants, of which there are now 23, 
came through the year with a 
gross profit of $9,497,927.54. Their 
ordinary expenses aggregated $9,- 
956,295.41, offset by ordinary re- 
ceipts of $19,454,222.95. 

Only seven California communi- 
ties operate their own gas plants, 
but these showed a gross profit 
of $522,435.76. 

During the year, Riley report- 
ad, the cities owning their own 
water works expended $6,444,- 
253.12 in meeting interest pay- 
ments and redeeming outstand- 
ing bonds, but augmented their 
fnvestment by capital outlays 
totaling $14,075,696.44. 

Improvements and other capital 
outlays made in municipal electric 
light plants totaled $9,218,879.90 
for the year, with an additional 
$3,326,902.61 going into interest 
and redemption of bonds. Bond 
interest and redemption for gas 
plants amounted to $162,440.20, 
while outlays aggregated $204,- 
521.10. 

Los Angeles, the largest muni- 
cipal operator in electric power 
in the state, was the only city 
that found it necessary to sell 
bonds during the year for im- 
provements’ on its electric system. 
The Los Angeles bond issue total- 
ed $4,000,000.

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Upland Government 
Cost For Last Year 





Upland paid $136,557.13 
to operate its municipal 
government during the 1927 
fiscal year, according to 
State Controller Ray L. 
Riley’s analysis. 

Indicating that citizens of 
Upland believe in the old 
motto, “It pays to play,” 
the city budget lists an ex- 
penditure of $4,215.83 un- 
der the head of ‘“recrea- 
tion.” 

Public service enterprises 
drew $59,118.14 of the total, 
while $12,841.25 was paid 
out in tnterest on bonds and 
debts and $3,125 in redemp- 
tion of bonds. 

General government costs 
were low, aggregating only 
$6,393.70, while conserva- 
tion of health was another 
small item, totaling $1,- 
831.02. 

Protection to person and 
property called for an out- 
lay of $17,439.14, Riley re- 
ported. Sanitation and pro- 
motion of cleanliness was 


billed for $6,502.20. 
City streets, highways, 
etc,, represented a _ fairly 


large item, with an expen- 
diture of $16,974.86 for this 
purpose.

H. Kuhlman Growing 12 Acres|san Antonio 


of Trees as First Move 
In New Crop 





Without irrigation, without 
special fertilization and as an 
experiment in this part of South- 
ern California, a 12-acre almond 
orchard is today growing to bear- 
ing age on a tract owned by H. 
Kuhlman of Ontario. The young 
orchard is 2000 feet above sea 


foothills, north of Alta Loma. 

The trees should fever be irri- 
gated and the orchard 
should always be above sea-level, 
according to Mr. Kuhlman. Very 
little water is needed by the trees 
and the deep-growing roots get 
what, moisture is required, the ex- 
perimenting orchardist explained. 
Almonds also produce best when 
grown at a high altitude, he said. 

The trees were set out early 
this spring and four years from 
now Mr. Kuhlman expects to start 
picking his first crop. While he 
has not investigated market con- 
ditions, he is certain that the nuts 
will be in big demand. 

Many are watching the growth 
of the trees and due to the inex- 
pensive method of growing them, 
agriculturists here are of the 
opinion that a new center may be 
developed for the production of 
nuts. 

Between the rows of trees tip- 
top muskmellons are being 
grown. Mr. Huhlman’s ranch has 
always been productive of many 
melons and he has not let the 
almond trees prevent him from 
getting as much revenue as ever 
from the melons. On the 12-acre 
tract are 700 trees.

The royal insect was 
taken from beneath a pile of dirt 
and old laths here, according to 
Alfred Ansell, Jr., entomologist 
and termite specialist of Los An- 
geles. 

No person could be found here 
that knew of the capture and a 
report of the find was given first 
in the San Bernardino Telegram. 
It is believed that Mr. Ansell went 


earth. Usually the royal cham- 
ber is found several feet under the 
ground, and the queen, laying 4380 
eggs a year, remains there through 
the 25 years of her life. 

Very few termites have been 
found in Upland, but contractors 
and other jpersons interested in 
checking the spread of thé pest, 
have been warning local people 
against the possible invasion of 
the insect. Termites are recogniz- 
ed as one of the most destructive 


wood-eating pests in the United 
States, according to Ansell.

Completion of the $10,000 fund 
for the free bed at the San An- 
tonio Community nospital was an- 
nounced on Monday by Mrs. R. R. 
Harrington, treasurer of the free 
bed fund committee, following the 
regular meeting of the Commun- 
ity Hospital auxiliary. 

In this connection Mrs. Caroline 
Vermilye, hospital superintendent, 
reported that two patients had 
been cared for by the free bed 
fund during the past month at an 
expense of $170. Mrs. Edward C. 
Harwood, president of the auxil- 


iary, was authorized to appoint aj 


free bed fund investigating com- 
mittee, the personel of which will 
be made later. 

Mrs. Vermilye presented her 
annual report on this occasion, 
showing a total of 1257 patients 
cared for at the institution dur- 
ing the year, maknig a total of 
9,920 “patient hours.” The daily 
average at the hospital was 27.66 
patients. 

The average length of time 
which each patient stayed at the 
hospital was 7.8 days, according 
to Mrs. Vermilye’s report. There 
were 231 births during the year 
and 55 deaths. 

The number of major surgical 
operations was 156 and there were 
491 minor surgical operations, nine 
Caesarean operations, 108 eye, ear, 
nose and throat cases, 112 acci- 
dent cases, and 495 x-ray examin- 
ations. 

There were 488 general surgical 
cases given attention at the hos- 
pital during the year, 182 general 
medical cases and 244 maternity 
cases. There was a total of 49,273 
meals served in the institution dur- 
ing the 12-month period.

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MUCH WORK DONE 
BY ROOFING FIRM 


Fred §. Wilber Establishes 
Ontario Office to Reach 
Builders Here 











Rapidly spreading its territory 
'to include Upland and Ontario, 
the Fred S. Wilber Pioneer Paper 
company is today one of the 
largest firms of its kind in the 
western part of San Bernardino 
county and in the Pomona valley.

Fhe 1928 fire regulations for 
the national forests of California 
and southwestern Nevada were 
announced by District 
Forester S. B. Show, chief of the 
California District, United States 
Forest Service. These are: 

1. A camp fire permit must be 
secured before building any out- 
door fires on national forest lands, 
including fires in stoves burning 
wood, gasoline or kerosene. A 
new form of permit will be used 
this season and will not be ac- 
companied by the usual fire wind- 
shield sticker. The applicant 
| must sign the permit in the pres- 
ence of the issuing officer to 
make it valid, and must also 
register his name, address, auto- 
mobile make and license number, 
number of people in party and 
destination, before receiving his 
| permit.
